This little book makes no pretence* to being a complete

Manual for the Clergy in the Visitation of the Sick. It is 
intended rather for the general use of Visitors in chronic 
cases of sickness. The Texts and Prayers are so arranged 
that, with the help of the Index, and by alteration of the 
personal pronouns, application may be made, when neces- 
sary, to any particular case. It has been thought better to 
give the simple words of Holy Scripture without com- 
ment, so that such special lessons and exhortations may 
be grounded thereon as may seem fitting to the occasion.

Be not ye therefore 
like unto them ; for your Father knoweth what things 
ye have need of before ye ask Him. 

6. Men ought always to pray and not to faint. Be 
ye therefore sober, and pray without ceasing. 

7. Be careful for nothing; but in everything by

PRAYERS ON SCRIPTURE READINGS; for 
Private or Pastoral Use, and Family Devotion.

“ The object of this book is to supply prayers which shall expand and 
apply the teaching contained in the ‘ Scripture Readings.’ The arrange- 
ment of the book is as follows : It is divided into six parts. First, there 
is a passage of Holy Scripture, usually a part of the Gospel or Epistle, 
appointed for every Sunday in the year. Then the same arrangement is 
pursued in providing for Holy Days and Holy Week. The third, fourth, 
and fifth parts contain prayers severally on ‘ The Discourses of our Lord,’ 
‘The Parables,’ and ‘ The Miracles.’ The sixth part is somewhat of a more 
practical nature, and supplies lessons from the Epistles ; whilst in the 
Appendix, ‘Rogation Days,’ and ‘Ember’ Seasons have, together with 
some special occasions, such as Harvest Thanksgivings, etc., appropriate 
prayers and readings allotted to them. Tho work is chiefly intended as 
an aid to family devotion, and as such— to those who do not use ‘ The 
Hours,’ which to our mind is the best for that purpose— it will be found 
useful. We can recommend ‘Prayers on Scripture Readings’ more de- 
cidedly as a help to the clergyman in Pastoral Visitation. In cases of long 
sickness, when the Priest calls at intervals, it is well to use devotions 
which will remind the sufferer of the Church’s Seasons, and to vary the 
prayers. Forms with responses and terse collects do not seem to meet 
the need in many cases. The prayers in this book are less than a page 
long, and strike the mean between wearisome wordiness and crisp brevity. 
Every prayer has the ring of fervent faith and genuine piety about it. 
The prayers appear to be the outpouring of the authors own personal 
devotion, and earnest desire to communicate to others the glow of his 
own soul. The book is supplied with full indices to the subject, so that 
a selection may be easily made according to individual needs. There 
must be many parochial clergymen, and some heads of families, to whom 
Mr. Knowles’ 'humble attempt to supply a want,’ will not be unaccept- 
able .”
